Liner Racing 
to Rescue 44 


on Sinking Ship 


New York, Oct. 3.—{Special.J]— 
Somewhere in mid-Atlantic the Ham- 
burg-American liner Albert Ballin was 
groping late tonight with the thin 
finger of the radio to find the Dutch 
freighter Celaeno, buffetted and found- 
ering*in pounding seas, and with her 
crew of 44 men in grave danger: 

Early today the first intimation of 
the storm that had sprung up in mid- 
ocean was received when the distress 
calls of the freighter were ‘heard. 
Then a few minutes later Capt. 


George Fried of the United States liner 


America reported he was speeding 
with forced draught to the rescue of 
the Celaeno. 

His message gave his position 
about 1,000 miles east of Newfound- 
land, bound for Plymouth, Eng. He 
stated that he was unable to learn 
the Celaeno’s exact position but by 
her faint signals his radio compass 
was able to tell him in which direc- 
tion she lay. But it did got tell how 
many. miles of gale lashed water lay 
between them. 

“Latitude 46.10 north, longitude 
34.30 west,” his message began, “ Pro- 
ceeding to Dutch steamer Celaeno, in 
distress and sinking in a whole north- 
westerly gale. High, rough seas. Her 
position doubtful, but I have bearings 
on radio compass.—F ried.”’ 

For a while there was silence from 
the north Atlantic, while every one 
felt confident in the aid offered. Capt. 
Fried had shown his ability to make 
rescues when his ship, the President 
Roosevelt, won a two day struggle

URGES 
CAR FEEDERS 


Courts Will Settle 
Transit: Issue.

With the first of a fleet of 10 cent 
fare Chicago Motor Coach company 
buses already running on the north- 
west side, opposition agencies mar- 
shaled their forces yesterday for a 
finish fight to replace them with 7 
cent fare feeder buses, operated by 
the street car lines. 

Acting under permits of the Illinois 
commerce commission, the motor 
coach company started partial service 
on nine routes promptly at ¢ a. m. 
All day police squads and patrol wag: 
ons cruised the district to prevent 
possible violence. Today regular ten 
minute service ‘will begin and this will 
be improved as fast as new buses ar- 
rive, it was announced by John A. 


company. 


Plan Feeder Counter Attack. 

Hardly had the first coach made 
its first trip before the feeder bus 
promoters, angered by reports of the 
commerce commission's action, were 
planning a counter attack. The anti- 
motor coaeh developments during the 
day were: . 

1. James A. Weber, attorney for the 
surface lines, declaring the Motor 
Coach company permits “ illegal, void, 


and arbitrary,” announced that he im- — 


mediately will demand a rehearing be- 
fore the commerce commissi@n arid 
then, if necessary, appeal to the 
courts.

Await High Court Ruling. 
Most of the leaders on both sides of 
the controversy were of the opinion 
last night that it will go to the Su- 
preme court for final settlement. The 
commerce commission held that, under 
their charter, the car companies can- 
not spend money from their renewal 
and equipment fund for feeder buses. 
The ruling, it was agreed, is irrevocable 


except by the courts. This meang that - 


the motor coach company will have 
the streets to itself for perhaps six 
months or a year. 

The one hope of the feeder bus ad. 
vocates for quick victory apparently 
lies in the theory that the car com 
panies may find money for the buses 
outside the renewal and equipmeni 
fund. If so, they believe, the feede 
lines may be operated under city fran 
chises in defiance of the commerce 
commission. Ald. Joseph B. McDon 
ough [13th], chairman of the counck 
transportation committee, sponsors 
this plan.

HUNTS HERTZ FIRE 
CLEW IN CHICAGE 


Cab Company Raps Crowe 
for Seizing Records. 


(Pictures on back page.) 

Sheriff Cyrus Sanford of McHenry 
county was in Chicago yesterday in 
pursuance of his investigation of the 
burning of the Leona farm stables, 
in which eleven race horses owned 
by John Hertz, head of the Yellow 
Cab company, and Mrs. Herts, were 
killed. 

He was convinced, the sheriff said, 
that the racing activities of the Hertz 
family were in no way responsible 
for the outrage. He declared that 
the fire could not have been accidental 
and that he was certain that the rea- 
son for it, if ever learned, will be 
found in Chicago. 


Crowe Also Investigating. 

Sanford’s inquiry was distinct from 
that of State's Attorney Robert E. 
Crowe of Chicago, who is investigat- 
ing the possibility that rivalry between 
drivers of the Yellow Cab company 
and the Checker Cab company may 
have been back of the fire, in which 
Reigh Count, three year old Kentucky 
Derby winner, and other valuable 
thoroughbreds were endarfgered. 

State’s Attorney Crowe caused a 
raid to be made on the offices of the 
Checker Cab company at 1401 West 
Jackson boulevard. All the records 
of the company were seized and moved 
to the criminal] courts building in six 
patrols. In addition to the records, 
the raiders took with them two shot- 
guns and three revolvers found in the 
offices. 

Writ Is Authority. 

A subpoena duces tecum was the 
authority under which the seizure was 
made, the writ requiring the produc- 
tion of all records of the company 
before the grand jury at once, as well 
as requiring the presence of Robert 
McLaughlin, president of the cab 
company, and other officials. Prose- 
cutor Crowe, however, did not ask the 
grand jury yesterday to delve into the 
cab company troubles, and in an in- 
formal opinion Judge Harry Fisher 
said the writ was in reality a nullity. 

Attorneys Arthur F. Albert and 
Edgar J. Cook, representing the 
Checker Cab company, asked Judge 
Fisher to issue a mandatory injunc- 
tion under which the records would 
be turned back immediately. Judge 
Fisher said he doubted having the 
power to do so as a chancellor, sug- 
gesting that perhaps the proper pro- 
cedure would be a petition for a writ 
of roplevin. He asked the attorneys 
to cite any legal decisions on the sub- 
ject they might have in support of 
their contention that he had juris- 
diction. 

“It is impossible to find a single 
parallel instance in American his- 
tory,’ Attorney Cook stated. This 
is a Russian situation. It is the kind 
of thing that has made the streets of 
Moscow run red with blood. The in- 
come tax report of State’s Attorney 
Crowe will show that much of his 
wealth has been derived from holdings 
in this rival concern, the Yellow Cab 
company.” 

Judge Fisher advised the attorneys 
to serve notice on the state’s attor- 
ney’s office and said he would hear 
further argument on the petition to- 
day.

UNROMANTIC SCIENCE 
ROBS INDIAN SUMMER 
{ AIR OF ALL ITS CHARI 


Indian summer, famed in story and 
cartoon for its genial sunshine and 
alluring haze, has been weighed in the 
scales of scientific research and found 
barren in health properties. 

Dr. Fred- C. Tonney, chief of the 
bureau of laboratories of the health 


department, has made actinic measure- 
ments of Chicago sunlight. Over a 
period of sixteen months he and two 
assistants have collected data on the 
comparative amount of vital, energiz- 
ing rays in the sunshine filtering over 
Chicago. Health properties have been 
found wanting in the sunlight which 
makes autumn an aesthetic delight, he 
says. 

Dr, Tonney’s method of measuring 
actinic rays is based on the decom- 
position of oxalic acid by ultraviolet 
light. A definite amount of the acid 
is exposed to the sun and the extent 
of the decomposition is afterwards 
measured by a chemical process. His 
method is correlated to one involving 
tests of sunburn on the human skin. 
Dr. Tonney’s report on actinic rays 
will be read . 16, before the con- 
vention of th American Public 
Health association.

KILLS HIMSELF 


Indicted Day Before on 
~ Charge of Murder. 


Thomas, colored, of the 5100 block on’ 


New York, Oct. 3.—[Special.]— 
James McGuckin, 24 yearS old, 4 
husky, good looking chap, killed him- 
self with gas in his room at his moth- 
er’s home in Jersey City early today. 
He had been a United States-cus- 
toms guard. One day last July he. 
shot and killed a bewildered long- 
shoreman he thought was trying to 
smuggle whisky. The longshoreman 
was carrying a pint flask. 

The government and the city and 
state fought over. McGuckin. The 
government refused to surrender him 
to the Hoboken police for trial. 
Friends of the slain longshoreman 
were insistent that the young guard 
be arrested for murder. Finally he 
was and released in $5,000 bail. 
Was Awaiting Arraignment. 

Yesterday the Hudson county 
grand jury indicted the guard for 
murder. He was to have been ar- 
raigned today before County Judg2 
Daniel O’Regan in Jersey City. This 
morning his mother went to his room 
to wake him. She smelled the gas. 
She saw him in bed, a gas tube in 
his mouth. She could not believe he 
was dead and called a doctor. The 
doctor said he had been dead for sev- 
eral hours. 

The longshoreman shot and killed 
by young McGuckin was married and 
had three children. His name was 
Leo Boice. His friends and neighbors 
gave him a fitting funeral and his 
wife was offered needed aid. 


Victim Broke Bottle. 

Boice was coming off a steamship 
tied up at Pier 2 in Hoboken on July 
24 when the customs guard hailed 
him. Boice became confused, know- 
ing he had a pint flask of whisky in 
his hip pocket. He yanked out the 
bottle and threw it against the pilings 
and broke it. MeGuckin fired once 
and the bullet killed the longshore- 
man. The guard explained that he 
thought Boice was throwing the boi- 
tle at him. 

McGuckin was a member of the 
Eighth Ward Republican club in Jer- 
sey City. His mother, Mrs. Mary Mc- 
Guckin, is a county committeewoman 
of the party and is said to have got 
the customs guard appointment for 
her son. It was his first job.

EXECUTIVES HARD TO 
HANDLE, 
R. V. 8S. CHENEY has given us 
pernfission to print his discussion 
of the health of executives, as 
follows: | 
“ Executives are the hardest class of 
People to handle in an organization. 
They are accustomed to giving orders 
and not to taking them. I have found 
that more than 99 per cent of our 
executives are troubled with constipa- 
tion. I have m&de more than 600 gas- 
tro-intestinal studies on our executives. 
In that number I found only one in 
whom the barium meal was eliminated 


within forty-efght hours. The maximum 


was 168 hours, a week, and still nearly 
all of these men say they have regular 
bowel movements once or twice a day. 
They have; but they have simply a 
closed tube into which they are forcing 
food, and it has to come out sooner 
or later. 

“I have also found in our group that 
lack of exercise is the most prolific 
cause of diseAse or il] health in our 
executives. If we would take a picture 
of the executives*who are over 40, and 
show them how they look in silhouette 


in the nude, I think it would impress. 


them a little bit more than what we 
say to them. The girth is anywhere 
from 6 to 8 and sometimes even 10 
inches more Ss the waist than it is 
around the chest. I tell them that they 
are physically lazy; they are, all of 
them, but they are not mentally lazy. 
They depend on about two days of golf 
to supply their physical needs. A man 
who has been physically active before 
the age of 40 needs that same activity, 
only in a lessened degree, after 40, if 
he wants to preserve his health. Exer- 
cise is just as essential to him then as 
it was when he was younger. 

“We try to see our executives at least 
once a week personally. We go into 
their offices. We converse with them. 
If they have anything wrong, they 
consult us. In that way they some- 
times ward off serious disease. I have 
in mind a man who had been under a 
severe nervous strain for weeks. He 
said that he had lost his pep. I found 
a blood pressure of 100 systolic and 60 
diastolic. The man was below par be- 
cause of inactivity of his thyroid and 
suprarenal glands. The metabolism test 
was 27 minus. His condition was very 
easily rectified—two weeks’ vacation and 
a little thyroid suprarenal extract put 
him back on the job. 

“I preach to executives three things— 
posture, exercise, and the wearing of 
suspenders. There are more big stom- 
achs caused by the wearing of belts 
than any other thing I know of, be- 
cause if one doesn’t stick one’s stomach 
out, something embarrassing is going 
to happen. I emphasize daily exercise, 
not getting out on the golf links and 
hitting the ball. That isn’t exercise; 
that’s a game; and a man who has his 
muscles isn’t satisfied with that. I tell 
them to do something so that the 
muscles of the arms and body will tin- 
gle, and to work up a sweat at least 
once a day. I am sorry to say that 
only a small percentage follow this 
advice. There is no real incentive for 
them to do so.”

Washington, D. C., Oct, 3.—[Spe-

“One of these,” Mr. Britten said, 
“ provided that France would approve 
the British naval limitation stand. The 
other provided that England would 
agree to support the French conten- 
tion that army reserves should not be 
counted in determining the land 
strength of a power. Had the United 
States agreed to the naval proposal, 
the only one submitted to President 
Coolidge, then both agrements would 
have been kept. 

“France would have been supreme 
ashore and England afloat. 

“The United States did not agree 
and as a result the naval accord is

PRISONS CROWDED 
IN WISCONSIN: 
NEED NEW CELLS 


Waupun, Wis., Oct. 3.—[Special.]— 
A total of 1,014 inmates are crowded 
into the state penitentiary here, the 
highest number ever confined in the 
prison. 

“Prisons are rapidly filling up all 
over the country,” said Warden Lee 
when asked for an explanation of the 
steady rise in prison population at 
Waupun, “The increasing number of 
prisoners should not be taken to in- 
dicate that Wisconsin is going wild. 
Conditions in this state are the same 
as in all other states, which are being 
pushed to find accommodations for 
men and women sentenced to serve 
prison terms. 

“There seems to be no satisfactory 
explanation for the growing number 
of criminals. All that prison officials 
can do is make room for them some- 
how. At the present time the state 
of Michigan is building a large prison 
unit, while in Minnesota similar ex- 
pansion is now in progress. 

“We are adding 240 cells which will 
be ready for occupation in December. 
Just now every bed in the female 
prison and {n the men’s prison is occu- 
pied, some being in the _ corridors. 
When the new cell block is opened 
there will be accommodations for 956 
prisoners, including the women’s de- 
partment.”

Westbury, N. Y., Oct. 3—(#)—With

Sam Breadon, the proprietor of the 
club, had a fight with Hornsby, who 
called him certain things which he 
presumabiy was not, and Mr. Breadon 
got on the phone and sold Hornsby 
to Mr. Muggsy McGraw of the Giants. 
The citizens then felt that they had 
made saps of themselves in cheering 


and dragging themselves through the 
streets for hours. The indignation 
was on the point of becoming uncon- 
fined when Mr. Breadon reminded his 
fellow business men of St. Louis that 
he reserved the right to hire and fire 
his employés, and suggested that they 
shut up and calm down. As business 
men they saw the fine logic of this. 


Boycott Not So Terrible. 


Nothing has been heard about the 
ppeposed boycott of Mr. Breadon’s firm 
for a long time, but I notice a dis- 
patch stating that he has been com- 
pelled to disallow requests for 75,000 
reservations for the third and fourth 
games of the impending world’s series 
in St. Louis. If this be boycott, Mr. 
Breadon, I am sure, will be willing to 
make the best of it. 

Just where this gets me I cannot 
quite determine from the landmarks, 
but I think it all means that the 
show, and not the showmen, matters 
in the world’s series; that the custom- 
ers, or fans, realize they get a better 
exhibition of skill, a higher spirit of 
carnival, and a better show of combat 
than they can command in any other 
popular show, and at low prices, and 
that winter wilf soon be on them. 

It is of no point to suggest the foot- 
ball games in rebuttal of this, because 
the big intercollegiate games 4& 
strictly secular shows with a picked 
clientéle and the early games are in- 
tended to be pushovers of no intérest
